WILMINGTON Grove 
Avenue at Silver Lake is a 
fairly quiet neighborhood 
these days. It runs alongside 
the lake, past a memorial 
park and the town beach, and 
continues on to Lake Street 
through a residential area. 
Some of the houses are old 
cottages that have been 
impreved. Other cottages 
have been torn down and 
‘replaced with new houses 
squeezed-onto the tiny house 
lots. 
In the early part of the 20th 
Century, though, Grove 
Avenue was a busy place in 
the summer. Silver Lake was 
a resort popular with city 
people from Boston and its 
inner suburbs. Speculators 
bought old farms and subdi- 
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vided them into small lots, a 
pattern that was replicated 
around many lakes and 
streams in the suburbs of 
Boston. 

Families from the city 
would come to Silver Lake for 
the summer. With a now- 
defunct railroad station near- 
by, Daddy could commute to 
Boston while the family 
enjoyed a vacation in the 
country. The town fathers of 
that day (or at least one of 


which daringly showed the 
knees — but they wore black 
stockings, so as to not be too 
daring. For the men, the full 
bathing suits went down to 
the knees.

Shawsheen Tech Succeeding and Growing

WILMINGTON - 
Superintendent of Shawsheen 
Valley Technical High School 
Charles Lyons recently pro- 
vided the Board of Selectmen 
with an update of the school’s 
academic progress, as well as 
informing the board of the 
status of the addition of the 
proposed Health/Life 
Sciences Center. 

He began by noting that the 
town’s assessment per pupil 
has decreased from FY09 
through FY. The expendi- 
tures per pupil for the Tech 
has increased only 14.72% 
over the last four years, 
which is substantially lower 
than Wilmington, at 25.24%, 
as well as surrounding towns. 
Both Wilmington and 
Shawsheen Tech are very 
close to the state average of 
net school spending as com- 
pared to foundation budgets 
for FY10. 

Lyons pointed to the school’s 
current attendance rate of 
96.4% and drop out rate of 
0.5% as success indicators. 
The state average drop out 
rate is 2.9%, Lyons said. The 
school’s attendance rate has 
been above 95% for the past 
five years. Lyons said that 
the Tech could reasonably 
boast being “among the high- 
est attendance in the state.” 

He added that the state 
average for graduation in four 
years among special educa- 
tion students is 60%. He said

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No access to South Street 


(Editor's note: the following 
letter was sent to Steve 
Sadwick, Tewksbury’s 
Director of Community 
Development, and is being 
published here at the request 
of the author.) 

Dear Mr. Sadwick, 

I am writing to voice my 
strong opposition to the 1-93 
Interchange Tri-Town Form 
Based Code Proposal. I am 
sure that the loudest and 
most numerous voices will be 
anxious of the traffie flow 
that will impede South Street, 
which is a real concern. I 
cannot understand how the 
Town Officials in Tewksbury 
can promise us that traffic 
will not be affected. No mat- 
ter what is going into these 
proposed districts (5,6, 3, and 
7) it will negatively affect the 
traffic burden on South 
Street, as District 3 - the 
“Corporate Campus / 
Employment and Research 
Facility” (although technical- 
ly located in Andover) has the 
proposal written with access 
to South Street, Districts 5 
(Employment Park, 
Tewksbury), District 6 
(Mixed Use / Commercial, 
Tewksbury) and District 7 
(another Employment Park 
in Wilmington) all show pro- 
posed access to South Street, 
Tewksbury MA. This is of 
real and serious concern, 
especially with the all of the 
children that reside and play 
around here. We do not even 


have sidewalks. 

Another serious concern is 
the that is intended 
to be developed. According to 
the Form Based Code propos- 
al, these proposed districts 
either are on or directly 
affect the private property in 
this area, I do not believe 
that there is one person in 
this area that purchased their 
home with the intent of look- 
ing outside at mega-struc- 
tures. Our home's values will 
be destroyed compared to the 
purchase prices, most of our 
mortgages will soon be worth 
more than our homes. 

I am sure that the commit- 
tee overseeing this project is 
being sold a very sweet look- 
ing dessert. “Look at the 
income the Town will gener-

Marchese resigns from 
Conservation Commission 


To the Residents of the 
‘Town of Wilmington: 

It is with deep regret that I 
must resign my position on 
the Conservation Commission 
for the Town of Wilmington. I 
have served on this commis- 
sion since my first appoint- 
ment by our Town Manager 
in 2004. I have been a highly 
active and enthusiastic mem- 
ber of the Commission 
because I take seriously the 
trust placed in my ability to 
serve the Town and the resi- 
dents of Wilmington. 

At the July 19th Board of 
Selectmen meeting George 
Lingenfelter raised the issue 
that I was in violation of 
Chapter 592, Section 5 of the 
‘Town of Wilmington By-laws. 
The by-law states that no 
member of the Board of 
Selectmen, School Committee 
or Finance Committee may 
serve, either elected or 
appointed, to any other town 
office. While Mr. Lingenfelter 
did not identify me by name, 
I am the only individual that 
currently serves on both The 
Wilmington School 
Committee and The 
Wilmington Conservation 
Commission. In recognition 
of this issue I feel it is appro- 
priate for me to resign from 
my position on The 
Wilmington Conservation 
Cammission. 1 have found 
my work on the Conservation 


Commission to be challeng- 
ing and rewarding and I truly 
loved my service in this 
capacity. I encourage any 
individual to serve on any 
town board or commission, 
rather than being a bystander 
while important business is 
considered by our Town gov- 
ernment. 

Volunteerism is at the core 
of a community’s strength 
and should not be frowned 
upon by anyone due to per- 
sonal or political motives. I 
have served the Town of 
Wilmington, as others have 
done on various boards and 
commissions, giving up 
countless hours of my person- 
al time not for any monetary 
return, but solely because of 


reports on the possibility of 
40B subsidized housing (368 of 
them! - how does this affect 
our already in-distress school 
system?), a 600,000 square 
foot retail (would that be 
another way to say “mall”?), 
a 112,500 square foot office 
space, a 37,500 square foot 
restaurant, an  ll-screen 
movie theatre, 250 apart- 
ments, 140-unit hotel, a 225- 
unit hotel, and a 750,000 
square foot light-industrial 
complex. 

I don’t believe I need to 
point out that some of the

I 
can go on and on, but I 
believe the point is made. I 


“understand that we do not 


live in some idealistic world 
where nothing goes wrong in 
this town, but I also see that 
we are still a community. 
Although we may differ on 
opinions of how / if things 
will affect negatively or posi- 
tively if at all, we can all 
come together for the benefit 
of each other. To place this 
burden of decision directly 
onto our Town Officials is not 
only unfair to the Town 
Officials, but even more 
unfair to the residents of this 
Town who it will directly 
affect.

The Wilmington U18 soft- 
ball team picked up two wins 
this week with victories over 
the Lunenburg Comets and 
the Chelmsford Blue Crush.

Each of these heroes also has a job, and the employers who 
ensure they will have a job when they return home play an 
important part in making sure they have the ability to defend 


our country. 

That's where the Employer Support of the Guard and 
Reserve (ESGR) Field Committees come in. They help promote 
awareness of the difficulties these soldiers face, as well as make 
sure their employers receive the recognition they deserve for 
providing support for these men and women. 

Today, approximately 4,500 volunteers, ranging from busi- 
ness executives, senior government representatives, educators 
and military personnel, serve on local ESGR Field Committees. 
With help and resources from the National ESGR Headquarters 
in Arlington, Virginia, the 56 ESGR Field Committees conduct 
employer support programs, including informational briefings, 
mediation and recognition of employers whose policies support 
or encourage participation in the National Guard and Reserve. 

Recently Dr. Thomas Mulvaney, representing the ESGR, was 
at the Reading Police Department to present the Patriotic 
Employer Award to Chief James Cormier. 

Chief Cormier was chosen to receive the award following a 
recommendation made by Reading Officer Christine Amendola. 
Officer Amendola is a Police Officer for the Town of Reading 
and is currently deployed to Afghanistan in her capacity as a 
member of the Massachusetts Army National Guard.

The award is part of the "Pro Patria Award" program, which 
is presented annually by each ESGR Committee to the one 
employer in their state or territory who has provided the most 
exceptional support of our national defense through leadership 
practices and personne] policies that support their employees 
who serve in the National Guard and Reserve. 

AJ Martini Construction of Winchester was an award recipi- 
ent in 2008, 

By explaining the missions of the National Guard and 
Reserve and by increasing public awareness of the role of the 
employer, ESGR works to develop a dialogue among employers, 
the ESGR Committees, and local National Guard and Reserve 
unit commanders and service members. ESGR is the lead advo- 
cate within the Department of Defense for Reserve Component 
employers. 

Despite the tremendous strides gained by ESGR, an enor- 
mous task remains. The U.S. Census Bureau estimates the total 
employer population of the U.S. at 7.4 million. The estimated 
number of employers who employ members of the Guard and 
Reserve is 125,000. The estimated number of individual work- 
places where Guardsmen and Reservists work is approximate- 
ly 235,000. These numbers are in a constant state of flux due to 
Guard and Reserve recruitment, labor mobility and a dynamic 
business environment. 

The task for ESGR is to work through a nationwide network 
of volunteers and a small, full-time support staff to inform and 
educate hundreds of thousands of Reserve Component members 
and their employers regarding their rights and responsibilities, 
best practices, and to develop and maintain relationships with

The ESGR was created with a vision to “develop and pro- 
mote a culture in which all American employers support and 
value the military service of their employees with ESGR as the 
principal advocate within the Department of Defense.” 

“It’s a real service these employers provide,” said Mulvaney 
“The soldiers, knowing their jobs are waiting for them when 
they return home, that’s one less thing on their minds when 
they are called to serve. That's a real consideration in this 
economy.”

On August 7 and 8, 28 res- 
idents from Reading will ride 
in the 31st annual Pan- 
Massachusetts _—_ Challenge 
(PMC), the nation’s pioneer 
charity bike-a-thon that raises 
more money than any other 
athletic fundraising event in 
the country. They will be 
among the 5,000 cyclists from 
36 states and eight countries 
who will ride with the collec- 
tive goal of raising $31 million 
to support lifesaving adult and 
pediatric cancer care and 
research through Dana- 
Farber Cancer Institute's 
Jimmy Fund. 

While known for its signa- 
ture two-day, 190-mile route, 
the PMC is made up of 10 dif- 
ferent cycling routes through 
46 Massachusetts communi- 
ties. The various PMC routes, 
with varying fundraising 
requirements, mean anyone 
with a bike and determination 
can participate. 

PMC riders range in age 
from 13 to 86 years and are 
from all walks of life, from 
police officers to stay-at-home 
mothers to corporate CEOs. 
The PMC is for seasoned ath- 
letes and cycling newcomers 
who are unified by the single 
goal of raising money to fight 
cancer. The PMC is all about 
heart and soul. Doctors ride 
along side their patients; 
grandparents bike with their 
grandchildren; and nearly 
everyone rides on behalf of 
loved ones lost to, or battling, 
cancer. More than 300 riders 


rent patients, 

During PMC weekend, indi- 
vidual cyclists become part of 
one family. Thousands of sup- 
porters who cheer along the 
route is one reason cyclists 
come to Massachusetts each 
August to ride in the PMC. 
The bike-a-thon is fully sup- 
ported with 3,000 volunteers 
who help at the water stops by 
serving food and water, assist 
with mechanical and medical 
issues, and luggage trans- 
portation. Lodging is also pro- 
vided. 

“The PMC is more than 
just a bike ride,” says Billy 
Starr, PMC founder and exec- 
utive director. “It is a commu- 
nity of people with one unify- 
ing mission: raising money for 
cancer research.” 

No other single athletic 
event raises or contributes 
more money to charity than 
the PMC. Since 1980, the PMC 
has raised $270 million for 
cancer research and care at 
Dana-Farber through _ its 
Jimmy Fund. The PMC gives 
100 percent of every rider- 
raised dollar directly to the 
Jimmy Fund, a rate of 
fundraising that is nearly 
unequaled within the $3 billion 
athletic fundraising event 
industry. The PMC generates 
more than 50 percent of the 
Jimmy Fund's annual revenue 
and is its largest single con- 
tributor. PMC funding is con- 
sidered “seed money;” it 
allows researchers and doc- 
tors to finance innovative 
experiments and conduct ini- 
tial trials to qualify for feder- 
al funding, 

The PMC is presented by 
the Red Sox Foundation and 
New Balance Foundation. To 
become a virtual rider, or 
make a financial contribution 
to a rider from your town,
